SUBJECT:  Unidentified  Flying  Objects  (UFO) 


TO:  Air  Technical  Intelligence  Center

1.  Your  request  for  information  on  UFO's  in  the  Bremerton,  Washing- 
ton area  has  been  referred  to  the  Chief  of  Intelligence,  25th  Air  Divi- 
sion, McChord  Air  Force  Base,  Washington, 

2.  Intelligence  records  show  that  three  UFO  reports  have  been  received 
from  Bremerton  since  1 July  1959-  These  reports  occurred  within  a two 
day  period, 

a.  On  24  Jxily  19!j9  a,t  2030  hours  PST,  observers  in  Bremerton  re- 
ported seeing  red,  green  and  white  lights  In  the  sky  west  of  Bremerton. 
Approximately  two  hours  later  a report  was  received  from  Port  Orchard 
stating  yellow-orange  lights  were  visable  over  the  city  of  Bremerton. 
The  ACHON  maintaining  air  surveillance  in  the  Bremerton  area  was  con- 
tacted and  they  informed  intelligence  that  SAC  aircraft  were  flying 
night  training  missions  in  the  area  of  sighting. 

b.  On  25  July  19^9  at  2100  hours  PST  another  report  of  UFO  was 
received  from  Bremen on  which  stated  blue  and  white  lights  were  vis- 
able  in  the  sky  west  of  Bremerton.  The  responsible  ACRON  was  con- 
tacted and  surveillance  personnel  stated  SAC  refuelers  were  in  the  area 
of  sighting  at  the  time  of  sighting. 

3.  Intelligence  has  identified  these  Bremerton  UFO's  as  lights  and 
flares  eminatlng  from  known  friendly  sources  and  has  notified  base  ISO 
personnel  of  our  findings.  InteliigeDce  considers  these  reports  closed 
and  does  not  contemplate  taking  any  further  action  on  them.

1,  It  was  brought  to  the  attontlon  of  ATIC  by  CongrossiRan  iMMMr. 

State  of  Waahlngtoni  that  during  July  and  August  of  X959t 
there  ware  a niissber  of  aightii'^s  of  unldontifled  flying  objects  in  the 
areas  of  Brsnexton,  latcina^  Bellingham^  arxi  Hoqulam,  Washington. 

2*  These  objects  viere  described  as  rad,  green,  wuite,  blue,  and  yellov 
by  the  vaxious  tfitneasesj  all  sightings  occurring  at  night. 

3,  ATIC  contacted  the  25th  Air  Division,  HcChord  AFB,  Washington  and 
requested  an  investigation  of  these  sightings.  The  Directorate  of 
Intelligence  of  the  25th  Air  Division  informed  ATIC  on  15  September  1^59, 
that  these  lights  restilted  from  flares  eicartating  iron  known  friendly 
sources.  A telaphokw  call  to  the  base  coriander,  .icChord  AFB,  Washington 
determined  that  these  friendly  sources  wore  SAC  aircraft  conducting  a 
rofuellng  mission  in  the  area. 

' I4,  It  is  requested  that  Congx^ssman  Towlesson  be  informed  of  our 

findings  concerning  these  sightings.  It  la  requested  that  the  latter
